Soldiers  Who  Gave  Their  Lives 


'>t  respect  to  the  flag  during  reveille  and  retreat 
Jiies  should  be  shown  by  standing  at  attention. 


■ Veteran’s  Day,  a day  set  a side 
to  honor  those  who  gave  their  life 
for  their  country,  is  Wednesday. 
The  American  flag  will  be  flown 
at  half-staff  in  honor  of  this  oc- 
casion and  also  in  honor  of  form- 
er President  Herbert  Hoover. 

ON  THE  BYU  campus,  the 
AFROTC  cadet  corps  performs 
flag  raising  and  lowering  duties 
and  other  special  ceremonies  in 
which  the  flag  is  involved. 

The  reveille  (flag  raising)  and 
retreat  (flag  lowering)  ceremon- 
ies are  held  on  the  campus  at  8 
a.m.  and  5 p-m.  respectively  in 
front  of  the  Smoot  Administra- 
tion Bldg. 

STUDENTS  witnessing  reveille 
and  retreat  ceremonies  should 
remember  that  the  flag  is  sym- 
bolic of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  highest  principles  for  which 
it  stands.  In  respect  for  these 
principles,  certain  courtesies' 
should  be  paid  by  both  military 
and  non-military  students. 

During  the  ceremonies,  men  in 
uniform  should  stand  at  atten- 
tion and  render  a hand  salute. 
Students  should  place  their  right 
hand  over  their  heart. ‘and  remain 
standing  until  the  flag  ceremon- 
ies are  completed. 

EACH  PART  of  the  flag  is 
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able  to  elementary  and  secondary 
education  majors,  according  to 
Dr.  Stephen  Alley  of  the  Teacher 
Education  Department. 

Dr.  Alley  said  that  communic- 
ation problems  exist  for  the  In- 
dian people  of  language  and  cul- 
tural differences.  Some  words 
and  articles  are  unknown  to  these 
people.  Therefore,  teachers  must 
learn  the  Indian  customs  and 
thoughts. 

STUDENTS  entering  the  pro- 
gram may  seiect  their  majors  and 
take  an  additional  24  to  33  sem- 
ester hours  in  courses  concern- 
ing Indian  history  and  customs. 

There  are  many  opportunities 
for  employment  according  to  Dr. 
Alley.  Last  year,  the  College  of 
Education  received  more  than  150 
requests  for  people  trained  in 
this  area  but  could  fill  none  of 
them. 

ARIZONA  STATE  University 
also  having  150  requests,  filled 
12. 

Dr.  Robert  Roessel  of  ASU  has 
been  a consultant  to  the  BYU 
program  and  will  instruct  a work 
shop  and  methods  course  at  sum- 
mer school. 

Public  schools  having  Indian 
students  pay  higher  wages,  said 
Dr.  Alley,  as  do  the  Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs  schools  on  the  re- 
servations.

Wilford  Woodruff,  in  1834,  re- 
lates an  incident  of  a storm  deli- 
vering Zion's  Camp  from  a mob 
as  follows:  “A  small  cloud  like  a 
black  spot  appeared  in  the  north 
west  and  it  began  to  unroll  it- 
self like  a scroll  and  in  a few 
minutes  the  whole  heavens  were 
covered  with  a pall  as  black  as 
ink.” 

This  scroll  is  still  unrolling  it- 
self, not  to  the  dismay  of  the 
Richmond,  Jackson,  Ray  and 
Clay  County  mobs,  but  rather  to 
the  BYU  studentbody  in  partic- 
ular and  the  LDS  population  in 
general.  I speak  of  the  “black 
asphalt  scroll”  unwinding  itself 
here  on  the  campus  in  the  north 
east  (not  to  forget  the  Sahara  of 
asphalt  adjacent  to  the  stadium). 

The  question  arises  in  my 
mind,  what  price  parking?  Sure- 
ly the  Church  must  have  a more 
humane  attitude  toward  the  in- 
dividual than  that  reflected  by 
the  BYU.  In  a world  already 
afflicted  with  the  curse  too  horri- 
ble to  be  flung  upon  the  Egypt- 
ains-the  automobile-must  we  now 
surrender  completely? 

If  the  BYU  intends  to  provide 
a parking  space  for  every  student 
and  every  faculty  member,  I sug- 
gest they  buy  Nevada  and  do  it 
there.  In  the  second  place,  it 


should  be  quite  apparent  it  is 
impossible  for  everyone  to  have 
a parking  stall  right  by  the  door 
to  the  Fine  Arts  building  so  who 
doesn’t  get  one,  haridicapped 
veterans?  The  thinking  behind 
“millions  for  parking  but  not  one 
cent  for  landscaping”  is  not  only 
clouded  but  also  inhuman. 

I would  be  glad  to  donate  a 
tree  to  BYU  to  be  planted  in  the 
asphalt  world  north  of  the  Fine 
Arts  building.  I, should  imagine 
some  other  flush  capitalist  would 
donate  one  for  the  bleak  and- 
dreary  world  north  of  the  old 
Page  School.  Let  mo  know  where 
you  want  mine  planted.

S.  Viet  Nam’s 
New  Premier 
Remains  Firm 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)— There 
is  cautions  optimism  in  official 
quarters  here  that  South  Viet 
Nam’s  new  Premier  Tran  Van 
Huong  and  his  week-old  civilian 
government  will  be  able  to  .sur- 
vive internal  political  stresses 
and  provide  effective  leadership. 

THIS  FEELING  is  based  on 
evidence  that  Huong  is  willing  to 
’ take  a firm  line  and  has  the  cour- 
age to  use  police  and  troops  if 
necessary  against  illegal  demon- 
strations. 

The  U.S.  attitude  of  support 
was  made  known  at  a time  when 
student  leaders  in  Saigon  have 
threatened  a new  series  of  street 
demonstrations  by  Friday  if  the 
Huong  government  does  not  meet 
its  demands  for  a cabinet  reshuf- 
t.e. 

Authorities  h..re  have  been  en- 
couraged by  tuG  cabinet  select- 
ions of  Huong. 

WHILE  THE  CABINET  min- 
isters are  not  politically  power- 
ful as  individuals,  the  group  is 
recognized  as  honestly  motivat- 
ed technicians  with  considerable 
capability. 

In  his  inital  actions,  Huong  has 
given  the  appearance  of  a man 
who  does  not  give  up  easily  and 
who  has  made  clear  he  is  the 
head  of  government  and  will  act 
accordingly. 

IT  IS  CONSIDERED  a mark  of 
the  basic  political  instability  in 
South  Viet  Nam  that  groups  who 
for  months  past  demanded  civil- 
ian government,  now  find  after 
one  week  that  they  do  not  like 
it. 

The  U.S.  attitude  is  that  the 
new  civilian  government  deserves 
to  be  given  a chance  to  work  ef- 
fectively.
